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Amounts for City Back Yard and Suburban Garde
Listed and Priced—What.to Buy as Plants
and What to Plant in Seed - R

HE problem that confronts most back-

vard and suburban plot amateur farmers
In just how mueh time, space and money
It will cont to grow nll or At least some
of the vegetables needed for a family of
from three to flve. The first articles of
this series will take up these points, that
of today being concerned with the expensa,

Frults of even a tiny plot well planned
and well worked mean a material reduction
In the groen grocery Lill for the spring and
summer monthe, with maybe some stored
or canned for the winter., Any one who
has the modern eMelency Idea, which Is
merely the reduction of waste, either of mo-

tion or production, to a minimum can trans-
Inte ¢fMort into terms of gardening profit.

This Is net the |ridenscent dream of the
book gardeners, theory which the average
man cannot oarry out In practice Any
vommuter who hias even a half tolerable
garden will declare that it has paid in dol-
lars and cents ae well as In freshness of
vegelables, attractiveness of flowers and
fing exercise. In fact, the garden is one of
the compensations of commutation. If you
ore i commuter, vou ean cut the high cost
of lving very definitely by n garden. If
¥ou nre a town dweller with any sort of
buckyard at all, you can turn what Is often
A troublesome griss plot into the fleld for a
Hmited number of vegetables, which will be
nrime In quality and sufMefent In quantity
to save & good deal of marketing, In the
suburban truck patch yvou ciun have almost
evervthing but potatoes, which take up
considerable amount of room In the clty
hackyard garden you can have tomatoes
Isttuee, cuctimbers. hoots and radishes cers
tainly and In goodly quantity, and eggplants,

Half a
dozen euarly nnd the same or double the
number of Inte tomntoes will produce
enough for all current needs from the time
they begin to bear until frost. Three egg-
plants and the same number of pepper
plants will keep plenty of thess vegetables
on the table.

The figures given and those that follow
are, of course, only approximate. Costs
will vary with the variety selected, the part
of the eountry bought and the condition of
the seed market, For instance, last yvear
was o bad one for beans and prices are
ramewhat ligher, Seed potatoes are also
up in line with the general rise In the
tubers,  Some strains of beets and cabbage
are higher on acceount of small wartime
imports
